Blood  donors  -  men  and  women  in  good  health  age  18  to  66  years 
and  weighing  at  least  110  pounds. 

Your  donation  of  one  pint  of  blood  guarantees  unlimited  blood 
coverage  for  you  and  your  immediate  family  for  one  full  year. 
You  will  also  be  guaranteeing  full  blood  coverage  for  all  students 
at  Fitchburg  State  College. 

DO  NOT  DONATE  BLOOD  ON  AN  EMPTYSTOMACH.  Eat  normally 
until  four  hours  before  appointment.  Donors  should  eat  a  light, 
nourishing  meal  between  two  and  four  hours  before  donating, 
except  limit  fatty  foods  such  as  cream,  butter,  ham  or  mayonaise. 

Frequency    of    donations    -    not    more    than  every  eight  weeks. 

Tooth  extractions  -  may  donate  after  three  days,  if  no  sign  of 
infection  or  hemorrage  is  present. 


Surgical  operations 
is  normal. 


may  donate   after  six  months  if  recovery 


Pregnancy  -  donations  may  not  be  made  during  pregnancy  and  for 
six  months  after  delivery  or  miscarriage. 

Medications  -  Medications  ordinarily  taken  by  normal  individuals 
such  as  aspirins,  diet  pills,  birth  control  pills,  phenobarbital, 
antihistimines,    etc.,    do  not  disqualify  the  donors  themselves. 

Immunizations  -  most  immunizations  such  as  Typhoid,  Influenza, 
Polio  (Salk),  etc.,  requires  a  twenty-four  waiting  period  after 
the  last  injection  before  a  donation  can  be  made.  Oral  Polio 
Vaccine  and  Tuberculin  Test  have  no  waiting  period. 

Seasonal  allergy  -  donor  will  be  deferred  only  if  he  has  symptoms, 
but  if  free  of  them  on  the  day  of  donation   he  should  be  accepted. 

Malaria,  Hepatitis,  Jaundice  -  persons  with  a  history  of  such  are 
permanently  deferred.  If  the  donor  has  taken  anti-malarial  drugs, 
he  is  deferred  for  three  years.

Drivers 


Now  we  know  what  makes 
Fitchburg  drivers  the  inconsi- 
derate, dog-eat-dog  drivers 
that  they  are.

In  June  of  last  year  a 
questionnaire  on  Professional 
Preparation  was  sent  to 
Worcester  County  principals 
and  school  superintendents.  The

in  regard  to  the  self-contained 
classroom  concept. 

'Some  form  of  individualized 
instruction    is    a  must   today. 

'Instructional  media  enable 
teachers  to  provide  for  different 
styles  of  learning. 

'Student  teachers  should  be 
well  informed  about  varied 
learning  theories. 

'College  students  preparing 
to  be  teachers  should  become 
involved  with  children  in  the 
classroom  as  early  as  possible, 
preferably  in  their  freshman  or 
sophomore  year. 

'Such  classroom  involve- 
ment should  be  part  of  a  col- 
lege course  and  scheduled  by  a 
college  professor  through  the 
school  principal.

The  All-College  Council  meeting  of  February  7,  1973  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Kilcoyne,  Vice-Presient  of  the  Council  in  the 
Oval  Room  of  Miller  Hail  at  3:15  p.m. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  24,  1973  meeting  were  approved  and 
accepted  as  printed. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  31,  1973  meeting  were  accepted 
with  thefollowing  correction: 

Page  1 ,  paragraph  3,  line  2  -  delete  word  "Senate". 
Mr.  Tapply  arrived  and  took  over  the  Chair. 
Mr.  Quigley  commented  on  the  visit  of  the  Secretary  of  Education 
Affairs,  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Cronin  on  February  9th.  Several  suggestions 
were  offered  regarding  notifying  students  and  informing  them  of  the 
importance  of  attending  this  meeting  to  hear  Secretary  Cronin' s 
presentation. 

Miss  Pyle  informed  the  Council  that  she  would  type  a  stencil 
informing  students  of  the  meeting  and  see  to  it  that  copies  were 
distributed  on  campus. 

Mr.  Quigley  also  stated  that  he  had  been  in  contact  with  Dr. 
Lee  at  McKay  Campus  School  regarding  the  Council's  suggestion 
that  Dr.  Lee  be  requested  to  encourage  and  /  or  make  time  possible 
for  some  of  the  faculty  at  McKay  Campus  School  to  attend  the 
presentation  planned  by  Secretary  Cronin.  Dr.  Lee  stated  that 
obtaining  substitute  teachers  is  a  problem,  but  teachers  available 
during  that  time  would  be  able  to  attend. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  Education  Association's  proposal 
related  to  sharing  in  governance.  It  was  stated-  that  inasmuch 
as  the  All-College  Council  was  an  active  governing  body  on  campus, 
it  was  important  that  members  be  aware  of  and  study  and  react 
to  the  documents  which  were  on  the  bargaining  table.

'The  study  of  growth  patters 
and  learning  characteristics 
are  essential  components  of 
pre-services  teacher  education 
programs. 

'Professional  experiences 
should  take  place  in  several 
school  situations. 

'Professional  experiences 
should  grow  in  depth  of  re- 
sponsibility and  breadth  of 
situations  each  semester  until 
the  student  teaching  assign- 
ment. 

Some  of  the  pertinent  and 
recurring  comments  made  by 
principals  and  superintendents, 
that  are  important  for  pros- 
pective teachers  to  consider, 
were  in  response  to  the  state- 
ment: "Other  competencies 
important  to  me  are:" 

"Personal  qualities:  alert, 
cheerful,  sympathetic,  out- 
going, perceptive  -  the  kind  of 
person  to  whom  young  people 
are  attracted.  School  should 
be  an  exciting  center  for  child- 
ren. Learning  must  be  an 
exciting  experience  or  learning 
will  not  be  the  life-long  activity 
it  must  be  if  it  is  to  be  at 
all." 

'"Sensitivity  to  the  needs 
of  the  children  and  the  com- 
munity." 

'"Flexibility,  genuine  love 
of  teaching,  friendly,  mature 
and  outgoing;  sometimes  per- 
sonal characteristics  are  even 


more  important  than  an  over- 
abundance of  philosophy  and 
academics." 

'"Proper  classroom  ma- 
nagement techniques;  good 
understanding  of  activity- 
oriented  and  child-centered  in- 
structional approaches;  main- 
taining of  good  discipline  in 
the  classroom  and  what  is  meant 
by  good  discipline." 

'"Ability  to  relate  toother 
staff  members." 

Since  principals  and  super- 
intendents are  responsible  for 
hiring  teachers,  it  is  imperative 
that  a  teacher  education  institu- 
tion be  aware  of  the  abilities 
they  look  for  in  a  prospective 
teacher.  Only  a  continuous 
examination  and  revision  (by  all 


members  of  the  college  com- 
munity) of  the  components  of 
teacher  education  at  Fitchburg 
State       will  insure      that 

graduating  teachers  are  able 
to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the 
surrounding  school  systems.

Major  focus  should  also  be 
given  to  the  cost-benefit  factors 
involved  in  a  transition  to  a 
decent  environment  in  order 
to  clear  up  many  of  the  existing 
misconceptions  given  about 
the  price  of  a  clean  environ- 
ment. An  attempt  will  be 
made  to  gain  some  perspective 
from  Earth  Day  1970,  up  to 
the  present  -  to  see  where  we 
have  been,  what  our  current 
status  is,  and  how  we  can  best 
solve  the  problems  which 
remain.

A  Biography

after  poke  at  Lenny  Bruce.  His

Possibly  the  moral  and 
political  air  in  the  U.S.  has 
cleared  to  a  point  that  Lenny 
can  now  be  accepted.

cutting,  too  harmful  to  those 
who  thought  of  themselves  as 
keepers  of  the  key  to  American 
apple  pie.  These  same  people 
who  never  tasted  bitter  left- 
overs, had  their  elected 
henchman  (i.e.  the  local  Police) 
harrass,  entrap  and  finally 
murder  Lenny  Bruce.  Lenny 
Bruce  lives  on  as  a  legend 
to  millions  of  young  Americans, 
most  of  whom  have  never  seen 
Lenny  Bruce  perform. 

Although  his  style  is  moving 
as  well  as  hilarious  in  print 
and  on  recording,  his  real  forte 
was  the  night  club  stage.  Back 
in  the  fifties  and  sixties  tele- 
vision and  movies  could  not 
tolerate  him.  Though  Lenny 
Bruce  died  in  the  flesh,  millions 
of      people     are  beginning    to 


in  other  thespian  activities.  A 
few  things  Frank  has  to  his 
credit  include  "Hamlet"  with 
Stacey  Keach,  "Streetcar 
Named       Desired",  "The 

Fantastiks",  and  "The  Ice  Man 
Cometh".  Frank  Speiser,  a  long 
time  Lenny  adict,  auditioned  for 
the  part  as  Lenny  in  the  Broad- 
way play  of  the  same  name.  He 
was  too  young  for  the  part. 
Frank  went  ahead  and  started 
booking  himself  at  colleges 
doing  Lenny  material.  Marvin 
Worth,  holder  of  the  Lenny 
Bruce  copyrights,  impressed 
with  Frank's  talents  and  tena- 
cety  decided  that  instead  of 
enjoining  him  he  would  devise 
a  vehicle  that  would  allow 
Speiser  to  continue  his  pursuits.

The  path  of  popular  music  is 
littered  with  the  ashes  of 
overnight  sensations.  The 
public  plunges  into  brief  love 
affairs  with  this  or  that  per- 
former and  then  drops  him  or 
her  as  soon  as  a  new  face 
comes  along.  But,  a  few  truly 
great  performers  not  only  sur- 
vive but  constantly  grow.  They 
do  more  than  express  their 
times;  they  set  the  tone  for 
their  times.  Peter  Yarrow  is 
such  an  artist. 

For  ten  years  Peter  was  a 
member  of  America's  most 
successful  contemporary  folk 
group,  Peter,  Paul  and  Mary. 
Their  hit  recording  of  "Blowin" 
In  The  Wind"  made  Bob  Dylan 
a  household  word.  Peter's 
own  "Puff  The  Magic  Dragon" 
has  become  the  classic 
contemporary  children's  song. 
Unforgettable  songs  like  "If  I 
Had  A  Hammer",  "I  Dig  Rock 
and  Roll  Music",  "Leaving  On 
A  Jet  Plane' '  and ' ;  Day  Is  Done' ' 
made  their  concerts  joyous 
events  from  Kalamazoo,  Michi- 
gan, to  Kyoto,  Japan.  The  trio's 
commitment  to  music  was 
coupled  with  a  dedication  to 
the  causes  of  justice  and 
freedom.  They  sang  in  Martin 
Luther  King's  Selma-Mont- 
gomery  March  and  in  the  White 
House,  on  dozens  of  peace 
marches  and  for  the  Queen  of 
England. 

At  the  end  of  a  decade  to- 
gether, Peter,  Paul  and  Mary 
decided  to  go  their  separate 
ways. 

An  intense  dedication  to 
raising  the  level  of  America's 
social  consciousness  had  be- 
come one  with  Peter's  music. 
So,  he  devoted  his  first  year 
as  a  solo  artist  to  organizing 
and  performing  in  benefits  for 
the  peace  movement,  voter 
registration,  anti-drug  abuse. 
Recognizing  Peter's  im- 
portance, the  government  of 
Chile  invited  him  to  their  annual 
Vina  del  Mar  International  Song 
Festival  not  only  as  a  singer 
but  also  as  a  cultural  am- 
bassador. He  was  the  first 
American  artist  invited  to 
Chile  by  the  socialist  Allende 
government  since  they  took 
office. 

Peter  strongly  believes: 
"The  era  of  performers  and 
songs  being  ornamentation  has 
been  over  for  a  long  time.  If 
you  had  been  in  Washington 
for  the  November  15,  1969, 
Peace.  March  and  Celebration 
of  Life,  you  would  have  seen 
that  politicians  didn't  carry  the 
day.  The  musicians  and  the 
songs  and  the  new  con- 
ciousness  really  said  it." 


Early  in  1972  Peter's  first 
Warner  Bros,  album,  "Peter", 
met  critical  acclaim  for  his 
beautiful,  perceptive  songs  and 
superb  style.  While  still  main- 
taining a  heavy  schedule  of 
benefits,  Peter  embarked  on  a 
cross-country  concert  tour  that 
delighted  both  the  fans  and  the 
critics.  He  was  accompanied 
by  his  two  most  ardent  fans— 
his  wife,  Mary  Beth,  and  baby 
daughter,  Elizabeth. 

Peter  began  his  professional 
career  as  a  solo  performer. 
While  still  a  psychology  major 
at  Cornell  University,  Peter 
was  urged  by  folk  great  Josh 
.  White  to  become  a  performer. 
Late  for  a  scheduled  concert 
at  the  University,  White  watched 
Peter,  who  had  been  playing 
guitar  since  high  school, 
enchant  the  audience.  Peter 
remembers:  "Josh  said  tome, 
'I  don't  know  what  you're  going 
to  do  with  your  psychology 
degree,  but  you  really  have  a 
gift  and  I  think  your  should 
pursue  it'." 

After  graduation  Peter  took 
that  advice  and  returned  to  his 
native  New  York  City  where  he 
played  in  Greenwich  Village's 
Cafe  Wha  and  then  Gerde's 
Folk  City.  In  May  1960  Peter 
appeared  with  Joan  Baez  and 
Earl  Scruggs  on  the  first  tele- 
vision spectacular  about  folk 
music,  CBS's  "Folk  Sound 
U.S.A."  It  was  at  that  time 
that  manager  Albert  Grossman 
began  his  association  with  Peter 
and  signed  him  for  the  Newport 
Folk  Festival.  (Three  years 
later  when  Newport  was  re- 
organized   to    become   a  non- 


profit foundation,  Peter  was  on 
the  first  Board  of  Directors.) 
Peter  performed  in  folk  clubs 
like  the  Ash  Grove  in  Los 
Angeles  and  the  Gate  of  Horn 
in  Chicago  before  Grossman 
introduced  him  to  Paul  Stookey 
and  Mary  Travers.  The  newly 
formed  Peter,  Paul  and  Mary 
opened  the  Bitter  End  in  Green- 
wich Village  in  1961  and  went 
on  to  make  music  history. 

Looking  forward  to  reaching 
new  audiences,  Peter  knows  that 
now,  just  as  ten  years  ago, 
music  is  magic.  He  says: 
"Music  is  the  message  center 
for  the  new  consciousness.  You 
ask,  'Can  a  song  really  change 
the  world?'.  That's  like  asking, 
'What  can  love  change?  What 
can  hate  change?'  Since  music 
is  the  embodiment  of  these 
things,  the  answer  is,  'Yes, 
music  can  change  the  world.' 
Perhaps  the  songs  of  today  are 
more  important  to  the  kids 
than  the  repeated  and  me- 
morized 'information  teaching' 
they  get  in  their  high  schools. 
The  ideas  and  feelings  in  songs 
open  them  and  they  start  asking 
themselves  the  basic  questions: 
What  am  I  doing  here?  What 
really  means  anything?  etc. 
Music  itself  provides  a  partial 
answer.  The  effect  of  music, 
the  openness  that  people  share, 
their  reaching  out  for  one 
another,  their  forgetting  the 
fear  of  being  close  and  their 
sense  that  we  can  really  change 
it  all  and  make  it  better  to- 
gether, is  the  stuff  of  which 
tomorrow  is  made.  It  is  the 
social,  political  and  just  plain 
human  new  awareness  all 
rolled  into  one."

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DARTMOUTH  INSTITUTES  STUDENT  CRITICS 


Hanover,  N.H.-(I.P.)-In  the 
context  of  the  publ  ic  ation'  s  title , 
Kemeny  Krispies,  the  Dart- 
mouth College  student  guide 
to  more  than  200  of  the  800 
courses  offered  in  28  dis- 
ciplines, describes  itself  as 
"food  for  thought"  for  under- 
graduates contemplating 
courses  in  unfamiliar  areas 
and  is  intended  to  help  them 
make  reasoned  selections. 

For  this  purposes,  the  93- 
page  guide  provides  a  series 
of  stimulating  and  thought  pro- 
voking reviews  covering  about 
one  quarter  of  the  College's 
course  offerings. 

Packaged  between  two  orange 
covers  with  a  picture  of  Dart- 
mouth President  John  G. 
Kemeny  on  the  front,  the  title 
of  the  new  guide  was  used  both 
as  a  marketing  scheme  as  well 
as  a.  statement  of  confidence 
in  the  ,  leadership  of  President 
Kemeny,  who,  in  his  two  and  a 
half  years  as  president,  has 
established  himself  as  a  highly 
visible  and  accessible  figure 
among  all  segments  of  the  com- 
munity, but  especially  among 
students. 


Kemeny  Krispies  was  pre- 
pared by  students  for  students 
and  professors.  Each  review 
was  written  by  a  student  who 
actually  had  taken  the  course 
which  he  critiques.  In  addition, 
each  reviewer  augmented  his 
own  views  by  reference  to 
questionnaires  completed  by 
fellow  students  during  fall 
registration. 

Joh  P.  Harrington,  chairman 
of  the  editorial  board  of  the 
Dartmouth  Course  Guide,  said 
Kemeny  Krispies  is  a  serious 
attempt  to  make  students  more 
aware  of  the  educational 
opportunities  awaiting  them  at 
Darmouth  if  they  are  only 
willing  to  take  the  time 
conscientiously  to  select  the 
courses  that  will  be  most 
meaningful  and  useful  to  theni. 

The  editors,  in  their  in- 
troduction, deplore  the  apparent 
trend  in  undergraduation  edu- 
cation that  emphasizes  the  need 
for  students  planning  to  attend 
graduate  school  to  be  more  con- 
cerned with  making  straight  A' s 
than  on  taking  courses  that  will 
enrich  their  intellect. 

Their    concern  with  under- 


graduate education  under- 
scored, although  without  spe- 
cific reference,  a  major  theme 
advanced  last  spring  by  Pre- 
sident Kemeny  during  a  day- 
long symposium  on  "The 
Greening  of  Darmouth."  At  that 
time,  President  Kemeny  ac- 
knowledged the  heavy  competi- 
tion for  places  in  graduate  and 
professional  schools  which  he 
said  has  tended  to  distort  the 
basic  purpose  of  liberal  arts 
education. 

Too  often,  he  said,  these 
outside  pressures  "restrict 
choices  of  courses  which  might 
be  meaningful  in  terms  of 
life  values."  He  called  on 
students  and  faculty  not  to 
allow  Dartmouth  to  become  a 
"prep  school  for  professional 
schools." 

To  help  their  peers  avoid 
becoming  victims  of  the 
apparent  trend  in  undergraduate 
education,  the  Course  Guide 
editors  argue  that  the  quality 
of  the  Dartmouth  education 
chosen  is  primarily  a  student 
responsibility  and  urges  each 
student  to  define  individual 
educational    goals   and  pursue 


them  by  choosing  courses 
wisely,  taking  certain  risks 
and  expanding  individual  capa- 
bilities. 

Mr.  Harrington  said  the  guide 
will  have  succeeded  if  it  pro- 
vides a  sense  of  feeling  or 
anticipation  for  students, 
especially  freshmen,  to  make 
an  approach  to  an  unknown 
professor  or  course  in  a 
serious  attempt  to  broaden  their 
intellectual  perpectives.
